irst announced in the July issue of ANIMER- 

ICA, ANIME & MANGA MONTHLY, the 
first two-episode volume in the new RANMA 
1/2 OAV series is scheduled for release starting 
this December, according to Viz Comics 
Managing Editor Satoru Fujii. 

“One of the nicest things about this new 
OAV series is that it will be released in both the 
US. and Japan simultaneously,” says Fujii. 
“English-speaking fans will be able to enjoy 
Ranma’s antics at the same time as the fans in 
Japan.” 

Based on the manga series of the same name 
by manga wunderkind Rumiko Takahashi, 
RANMA 1/2 was first animated in 1989 and 
ended its 161-episode weekly half-hour run on 
September 25, 1992, prompting the extension of

the series via the OAV format in response to 
viewer demand. 

In the first episode of the new series, 
Shampoo’s great-grandmother Cologne decides 
to give Shampoo her choice of one item from a 
huge pile of jewelry. When Shampoo chooses a 
magical brooch which can turn hate to love and 
vice versa, her sudden hostility toward a dumb- 
founded and confused Ranma causes unexpect- 
ed mayhem. Will Rapma experience his own 
reversal of emotion? 

“Although the story format and pacing of 
the OAVs is quite similar to that of the televi- 
sion episodes, the OAV animation quality is far 
superior,” says Fujii. “(The new OAV series) 
will give fans a whole new way to look at their 
favorite RANMA characters.”
